ultimately, is inevitable," he said 
this morning. "But annexation will 
never come against the consent of 
the Cnban people, for this govern- 
ment was sincere when it .guaranteed 
the sovereignty of the Island. What- 
ever may be the sentiment of the 
mass of people of Cuba it is undoubt- 
edly true the more intelligent citizens 
of that republic believe their best 
interests would be subserved through 
annexation to the 
United 
States. 


When that sentiment becomes suffi- 
ciently strong, Cuba will ask to be 
taken in. There will be no seizure 
on our part, however, and no viola- 
tion of the good faith 
we 
hav 


pledged."

Macon Quiet After Kxcitinii Affray—

Argenta. \rk . Oct S — A lynching 


almost undei the nose of the police 
is the latest issue of the racial con- 
flicts which began here Sept. 2 when a 
white man named R. R. McDonald 
killed a negro musician named Wiley 
Shelby. Next day at the inquest held 
at Colum's undei taking store a diffi- 
culty arose in which Robert Coluiu 
was killed ana a deputy constable. Kd 
Lindsay, and Garrett Colum, were se- 
verely wounded, the latter leaving the 
hospital 
Saturday. The 
policeman, 


Milton Lindsay, a brother of Ed Lind- 
say, was also hurt at that time. Sat- 
urday night Milton Lindsay and his 
father tvere walking past the Colum 
store when they were fired on from 
ambush. John Lindsay was killed on 
the spot. His son was severely wound- 
ed, but managed to crawl out of range. 
When the police and citizens attempt- 
ed to enter the store they were fired 
on. It is supposed Charles and Gar- 
rett Colum did the shooting. Later in 
the night, thinking the Colum brothers 
were still locked in the store, the place 
was dynamited, but the negroes had 
escaped unseen and are still at large. 
Two other shooting affrays occurred 
that same night, but without fatalities. 


Sunday H. Blackburn, 37, a negro 


who conducts a confectionery store 
in Argenta, was arrested on suspicion 
of being the man who fired on Maho- 
ney and Belding. The town was quiet 
all day, but as a precaution the mayor 
swore in 15 extra policemen and the 
sheriff sent several extra deputies to 
assist the police. 
" The 
lynching was 
quietly put 


through in a business-like way. Four 
masked men entered the police sta- 
tion from the rear and one covered the 
turnkey with a pistol while the other 
got his keys, quickly unlocked Black- 
burn's cell and took him out the back 
way. Not a shot was fired and there 
was no lound talking, so that a police- 
man, 
sheriff and two deputies standing 


on the street a few blocks away knew 
nothing of what was going on until 
they heard seveial shots fired at a 
street corner. 
Running 
there 
they 


found Blackburn d'cad, hung to a tele- 
giaph pole 
While he strangled to 


death several shots were fired into his 
body by the crowd

last fiscal year according to the annual 
report of the judge advocate general 
of the army, there were 4,596 trials by 
general courtiafcrtial.

To Escape Taxation Alcohol Must Be 


Denatured So That It Can Not Be 
Used Except For Fuel, Light, Power 
or In the Arts — Probable Cost of 
th» piniH •"=, rent's Per Gallon. 


» Washington, Oct. 8. — Regulations 
for the manufacture of denatured alco- 
hol under the n'ew law which_will go 
into effect Jan. 1 were promulgated 
by Mr. Yerkes, commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue, wo will keep his eye on 
the denaturing process. 


In discussing the new regulations 


Mr. Yeikes said: ''The prime object to 
be attained by tMs type-of legislation 
is to furnish for purely, domestic pur- 
poses and also for what might be 
called industrial domestic purposes, 
heat, light and power, cheap alcohol 
with the hope thereby there will be a 
reduction of expenses in these depart- 
ments. 
This denatured alcohol will 


be a competitor with illuminating oil, 
gasoline and coal. It will also furnish 
to manufacturers who use alcohol in. 
the processes of their factories alcohol 
free of the heavy internal revenue tax 
now levied on the same. This tax 
amounts to about $1.92 per wine gal- 
lon on alcohol at ISO degrees proof. 
Under the regulations issued alcohol 
of ISO degrees proof is freed from the 
tax of $1 98 per wine-gallon.'after being 
denatured by the use of either some 
general denatuiing material or some 
specific-material adapted- especially to 
the uses of "certain manufacturing in- 
terests. There will therefore be two 
classes of denatured alcohol: First, 
that styled 'completely denatuied,' 
winch will pass into general use for 
general 
consumption, can be pur- 


chased at the stores without limiting 
regulations as against the private" con- 
sumer; and second, 'specially dena- 
tured/ in which th'e material demand- 
ed by the needs of manufacturing in- 
terests will be regarded and with lim- 
itations as to the use of this class, 
confining it to the special manufactur- 
ing industry for which, it is prepared. 
This specially denatured alcohol will 
be kept under strict surveillance and 
governmental supervision. 


"For the completely denatured arti- 


cle, to every 100 gallons of 'ethyl alco- 
hol will be added 10 gallons of wood 
alcohol and onehalf gallon of benzine. 
'TheVflenaiufing"pfoces's will be ac- 
complished on the distillery premises, 
where the alcohol is produced, in spe- 
cial bonded warehouses 
designated 


and used alone for denaturing purposes 
and for the storage of denaturing ma- 
terials 
After alcohol has been dena- 


tured it will be removed from the dis- 
tilleij piemises and become a subject 
of either general distribution, if com- 
pletely denatured, or for distribution 
to the manufacturing establishments 
whose special denaturing formulae 
ha\e been approved by the govern- 
ment. While th'e price of completely 
denatured product can not be definite- 
ly stated, it is believed it will not be 
more than 35 cents a gallon. With re- 
gard to the specially denatured alco- 
hol, the price of that will naturally 
vary according to the cost of the de- 
naturing ingredients selected to meet 
the necessities of the manufacturing 
industries 


"These special agents will only be 


used where it is made perfectly appar- 
ent to the department that the indus-

ties of the alcohol and at the same 
time adapt the denatured article to 
the special ends desired will be deter- 
mined. Manufacturers will be request- 
ed to furnish desired, foorrffulae, to- 
gether -with a sa"mples6f the denatur- 
ing agent produced, according to the 
formulate, and a sample of the pure 
alcohol denatured, wjth this §pecial 
agent. 
These will be thoroughly ex- 


amined in the departmental labora 
tories, and if it is decided that the re- 
quirements of the law are met, then 
their use will be permitted. 


"Many* manufacturers recover large 


proportions of alcohol originally used 
and re-us~e same at th& present'time; 
this pri\ilege will be extended ti> the 
denatured product, and if- necessary 
for,its reuse, the proprietors of man- 
ufacturing plants will be allowed' to 
redistil and redenature, the recovered 
alcohol under government supervision 
In this way increased -economy in th€ 
use of the denatured product will be 
secured " 


This legislation is in-Tiarmony with 


similar enactments adopted by nearly

So dashing in bis fighting operations 


wae Bell that the other soldiers called 
his regiment tbe "Suicide club." The 
colonel was dubbed "Daredevil"' Bell. 
At Manila a war correspondent an- 
nounced bis intention to go out and get 
with Bell's forces. 


"You're foolish to do that,'" said an 


old army officer. "You just-stay here 
in town and commit suicide. That -will 
save you the trouble of the loug trip, 
and the results will be tbe same." 


General Bell—be soon got to be a 


brigadier general of volunteers and 
then a regular army brigadier—believ- 
ed that the way to fight the Filipinos 
was to go after them and hit them 
hard. They wouldn't stand up and 
fight, he said. Accordingly he instruct- 
ed his officers in his theory of fighting. 
*nd they put it to practice. One result! 
was that more medals of honor and; 
more promotions for meritorious sery-l 
ice or gallantry in action came to Bell's i 
troops than to auy Other troops in tbe 
Philippines. Bell himself while still a' 
volunteer colonel received a medal of i 
honor through congress at the sugges-! 
lion of bis commniiditig general and' 
the president of tbe United State?. In 
a' tight near Porac be rode far ahead of 
his command, cbasing all alone two 
Filipino officers aud five privates. He 
captured a captain and two private? 
and brought them into camp. General 
Elwell S. Otis in commending him to 
tbe war department for distinguished 
bravery in battle remarked that Bell 
repeatedly bad done things like this, 
"and tbe wouder was that be was still 
alive." 


This recalls a liltlc story tbat is toid 


of General Bell since be returned to 
the United States. 
In the army ma- 


neuvers at Fort Uiley during a sham 
battle Gnu"rfll Barry told his cavalry- 
men to keep a sharp eye out for Gen- 
eral Bell. "He will be sure to expose 
himself to danger." said Barry, "and 
you must get him." 


General Bell did expose himself, the 


cavalry swooped down, and be was 
forced to flee precipitately. 
The um- 


pires formally decided that Bell bad 
l)een captured. Bell objected with em- 
phasis. 


"Possibly I was killed,'' he said, "but 


I wasn't captured—never'.'* 


Aud so the roan who nt forty-one was 


disgusted because be expected to re- 
tire at sixty-four as n cnptnin i? now 
at fifty the chief of. staff. According to 
popular conception. General Bell is giv- 
ing orders to bis superior?—(lie six 
major generals and Lieutenant Geueral 
MacArthur. 
As a matter of fact, nn 


age long precedent has been overturn- 
ed here. Bell being the first officer in 
the army even to have the appearance 
of giving orders to bis superiors. 
In 


one sense this is turninz military tra- 
ditions topsy turvy. though when tbe 
situation is properly boiled down there 
is found to bo much more fuss than 
feathers in tbe pot. Other interesting 
facts are that Geuoral Boll is tbe first 
roau without civil war experience to be 
chief of staff nwi ib<? firs). West Pointer 
to bold that post. In fact, tbe general 
seems to have a habit of getting there 
first.

Toledo, O., Oct 8.—Judge Taylor in 


the United States court granted a tem- 
porary injunction restraining striking 
workmen at the Pope motor car works 
from picketing the plant or in any way 
interfering with the nonunion men at 
work. The injunction involves be- 
tween 250 and 300 striking machinists, 
and is one of the most sweeping ever 
granted in Toledo. The strike has 
been in progress at the Pope plant 
more than a month, and the men were 
replaced by machinists from eastern 
cities.

ago, and it is alleged that the com- 
pany erected many new lines in this 
county which were not returned for 
taxation. An attempt was made to 
settle on a basis of $60,000, but the 
officials refused.

Denton, with two barges in tow, ran 
aground on the east shore of North 
Bass, near Put-In-Bay. The steamer 
is about IS inch'es out and OHB of the 
barges, believed to be the Cobb, is 
also ashore. As the lake is compara- 
tively quiet no apprehension is felt as 
to the safety of the steamer.
